Vehicles, 
Department of Transportation, State 
Police, .' Traffic: Safety ‘Commission, 
Department ‘of Education, plus :a 
host ‘of -other . statewide and local 
organizations and agencies. 

While the final results of the Ore- 
gon ‘program will -probably not™-be 
known for. some ‘time, similar.-cam-

dents in Oregon have dropped nearly 
42 per cent over the past ten years, 
“and this occurred at the’same time 
we had large‘increases in the number 
of drivers on the road.”

year in Oregon there were 182 -cross- 
ing accidents resulting in 85 injuries 
and 18 deatlis. And‘evety-single one |. 
of those accidents was avoidable.” 
“Thé goals of Operation Lifesaver,” 
he Said, “are based on the ‘Three E’s’. “ 
of crossing-safety: ‘Education, En- 
forcement and Engineering.”

have added more than three .addi- 
tional hours of public exposure over 
seven TV channels. 

All of this has been augmented by 
paid newspaper advertisements ap- 
pearing weekly for three weeks in 
every major rail-served Oregon com- 
munity. Paid radio commercials 
have run almost 1,400 times. The 
campaign has also distributed thou- 
sands of posters, bumper strips, rolls 
of “reminder” Life Saver candies 
and flyers. 


In addition, Oregon railroads have 
supplied “Stop, Look and Listen” 
decals for the dashboards of every 
school bus in Oregon. They have also 
updated the driver education manual 
material on grade crossings and are 
printing 100,000 copies for use in 
driver training classes. 

During the first four weeks of the 
campaign, teams of public speakers 
made more than 50 appearances be- 
fore school groups and civic organi- 
zations, reaching over 5,000 people. 
Many more talks are scheduled. 

The speakers include representa- 
tives of railroad labor ‘and manage- 
ment, the various agencies of govern- 
ment ‘taking “part: in ‘the ‘campaign, 
legislators, police officers and schoo! 
officials.

driver training, social science and 
health classes. 

Among the many public officials 
and civic leaders cooperating with 
“Operation Lifesaver” is Bruce 
Baker, chief of police of Portland, 
who has assigned four officers to dis- 
cuss safety with Portland public 
school children. The students—from 
grade school to high school—are 
learning about. various safety -haz- 
ards, including the. danger of not 
heeding warning signs at crossings 
and ‘the danger of -playing on rail- 
road equipment or rights-of-way.

Containers Are Riding Two High 


Railroad piggyback traffic is tak- 
ing on a double-deck look on South- 
ern Pacific. 

SP is now testing a prototype rail 
ear that carries shipping containers 
two high, a revolutionary step in de- 
sign'that may produce heavier pay- 
loads, substantial energy savings, 
and greater economy and efficiency 
in railroading. 

The--prototype -car, with two 40- 
foot containers aboard, is undergo- 
ing road tests on Southern Pacific’s 
lines between California ‘and Texas.

SP’s intermodal business, which 
has doubled in the past 10 years, this 
year is running well. above 1976’s 
record levels, with about 337,000 con- 
tainers or trailers expected to move 
on SP lines in 1977. 


“If our studies of the double-deck 
ear design-are proved out by actual 
experience,” ‘Mr. Biaggini declared, 
“we expect to reduce the weight of 
railroad equipment needed to handle

It’s success can be 
measured in the hundreds of SP em- 
ployes it has assisted over the years, 
the referrals that now come from 
supervisors and union officers, in 
addition to the Fact Finding Panels, 
and in the distinction that.SP leads 
the railroad industry in this difficult 
and important field.

deaths go down.” 

Under the third “E” for Engineer- 
ing, Oregon plans to accelerate its 
program to protect crossings with 
automatic signals and gates and to 
eliminate unnecessary crossings 
whenever possible. 

Almost 20 per cent (525) of the 
state’s 2,750 public crossings are 
protected by electronic warning de- 
vices. Standard flashing lights, gates 
and bells cost from about $40,000 to 
$90,000 per installation. After instal- 
lation, railroads presently assume 
maintenance costs averaging about 
$2,000 annually per crossing. 

QOregon’s railroads are spending 
about $750,000 a year on-crossing 
signal maintenance alone.
